They 
are hard workers. They are optimists, and have year after year striven to 
make good. It is through no fault of their own that success has not attended 
their efforts. The Canada Colonization Association, therefore, can hardly do | 
better than apply to these men the very policy they propose to apply to all | 
new settlers coming into Canada under their auspices,

Any consideration of a sound and permanent immigration and settlement 
for Canada which does not at the outset take these, at present, unsuc- 
cessful settlers into consideration is not a sound nor complete policy because 
it would overlook the basic idea on which successful settlement must rest.

“Carat Gold 


What Is Meant When We Speak Of 
18 Carats 

One often speaks of a ring being 
14-carat gold or of 22 or 18-carat watch 
cases or jewelery, but not all know 
just what is meant by 14, 18 or 22- 
carat. 

Gold {s divided into 24 parts—that 
is, pure gold {fs sald to contain 24) 
carats—the carat being just a meas- 
urement term. A ring or watch case 
marked 14k or 18k means that 14 or

Australia’s Poet Dies Penniless 


People Recognized His Genius When 
It Was Too Late 

They gave Wenry Hertzberg Law 
son, the Australian poet and novelist, 
a state funeral in Sydney. Des 
patches deseribed it as an “imposing 
affair, fitting the occasion of the 
laying away of the nation’s sweet 
singer,” and there was due applause 
from the world at large for this 
splendid recognition of a poet's 
worth—when he was dead. Fa 

While he was alive, however, 
Poet Lawson did not fare so well. 
“Australia’s greatest ministrel,” as he 
was called at the time of the funeral, 
died penniless. Indeed, if it had not 
been for the publie funeral under 
Government auspices he would have 
been buried as a pauper. He had 
been In receipt of a small pension 
from the Government for some time 
before his death, and this should be 
ascribed to the State of New South 
Wales with proper appreciation, for 
was it not virtually a ploneer in the 
gracious act of pensioning a poet? 

Still, Lawson lived in poverty. The 
people did not realize that they had a 
genius in their country until he was 
laid away with “funeral trappings” be- 
fitting Government recognition. Then 
they began to buy his books. 


Poor as he was, Poet Lawson 
left a will, All his worldly belong- 
ings were mentioned: in bequests. 


These were: Two suits of clothes, 
an overcoat, a necktie, a collar stud, 
a pen, a pipe, a tin matchbox, a pair 
of spectacles, a walking stick, and two 
packets of tobacco.

Three Miners Saved By Living Chaln 
Rescuers 

A remarkable piece of mining en- 
gineering was responsible for the res- 
cue after 48 hours’ imprisonment of 
three men from the F Pit at Washing:

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Combating The 
Grasshopper 
ro Plague 


Interesting Summary of Good Work 
Accomplished in Saskatchewan 
_A highly satisfactory diminution In 
the amount of damage done by grass- 
hoppers is the principalfeature of the 
final report on the grasshopper cam- 
paign, which has just been compiled 
by Mr. M. P. Tullis, Field Crops Com. 
missioner of the Saskatchewan De- 

partment of Agriculture. v 


“One hundred and thirty-seven 
municipalities,” says Mr. Tullis “pur- 
chased supplies and co-operated in the 
fight against the pest, which ts five 
more municipalities than in 1921. In 
that year the estimated loss was 
ninety-three thousand acres, a marked 
and satisfactory decline. The saving 
this year was approximately six hun- 
dred and forty thousand acres. 

“Weather conditions, growth of the 
crop and the work of parasites have 
lent their aid tn carying degree in dif- 
ferent localities In different years. 
This year the growth of the grain was 
considerably above the average in 
most of the infested regions with the 
result that the hoppers did not make 
as much headway in their work of de 
vastation. This also gave them a 
better opportunity for the farmers and 
local officials to polson effectively. 

“The following supplies were used: 
2,668 tons of bran, 1,671 tons of saw- 
dust, 519,496 Ibs. of molasses, 438,315 
Ibs. of arsenic, 242,760 Ibs. of salt, 810 
gallons of amyl acetate. This means 
that 8,708 tons of bait were spread, and 
the total cost was $150,112.49. 

“The ‘silver lining to the cloud’ !s 
the fact that the southeast part of the 
province where the hoppers first ap 
peared in 1918 had little trouble in 
1922 and most of their stores of pol- 
son were transferred in June and July 
to western sections where it was bad 
ly needed. It is hoped that 1923 wil! 
show further areas past the peak ot 
the fight.” ~ 

Mr. Tullis briefly reviewed the ctr 
cumstances connected with the grass- 
hopper outbreaks during the last 
three years, during which campaigns 
had to be conducted. 

“There had been,” sald Mr. Tullis, 
“no invasion of hoppers for very many 
years, in fact not since the days of the 
first early settlement in Manitoba. 
Consequently when the first appear. 
ance of grasshoppers was noted in 
1918, the people were quite unprepar- 
ed for what was to follow, and not 
realizing’ the seriousness of the out- 
break and the danger involved, many 
farmers were at first slow to adopt the 
necessary measures for control. 

“On May 29, 1919, the Department 
of Agriculture was informed by tele- 
graph from the Carlyle district that 
young grasshoppers were appearing in 
thousand and cutting down the grow- 
ing crops in their march. A number 
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the owners or occupiers 6f land in the 
same way as municipal taxes. 

“In the season of 1921, the same 
methods of organization as were fol- 
lowed in 1920 were again employed. 
Outbreaks began to be reported in 
May, and the campalgn was soon in 
full swing. A very large saving was 
effected by the substitution of amyl 
acetate for the citrus fruits and saw- 
dust for half the bran, so that al- 
though 9,162 tons of poison bait was 
spread, the cost was reduced to $155,- 
190. The area infested was less than 
in 1920, 95 municipalities reporting 
damage. A total of 1,096,000 acres 
were saved, and 93,000 acres of crop 
were destroyed, 

“Summarizing the situation,” said 
Mr. Tullis, “It is found that tn the 
four years 1919 to 1922, grasshoppers 
have cost the sum of $747,022 In sup 
plies alone, assuming that in 1919 the 
municipalities paid out an equal 
sum to that spent by the Field Crops 
Branch. In all 25,296 tons of poison 
bait, or enough to fill 800 freight cars 
(a train 6 miles long), were spread. 
The number of acres of crop saved in 
the four campaigns was 3,236,000, and 
the number of acres destroyed 
amounted 236,000. While the amount 
of $747,022 meant a heavy drain on 
the municipal and provincial revenues, 
when one figures-the value of the crop 
off three million acres, that figure, 
large as it undoubtedly is, sinks Into 
insignificance.” 


Arctic Ocean Warming Up 


Theory Based On Statement 
Hunters and Explorers 

The Arctic Ocean is warming up, 
feebergs are growing scarcer and in 
some places the seals are finding the 
water too hot, according to a report to 
the commerce department from Con- 
sul Ifft at Bergen, Sweden. 

Reports from fishermen, seal hunt- 
ers and explorers, he declared, all 
point to a radical chagne in climatic 
conditions «and hitherto unheard of 
temperatures in the Arctic zone, ex 
ploration expeditions regorting that 
scarcely any ice has been met with 
as far north as 81 degrees 29 min- 
utes. Soundings to a depth of 3,100 
meters showed the gulf stream still 
very warm. 

Great masses of ice have been re 
placed by moraines of earth and 
stones, the report continued, while 
at many points well known glacters 
have entirely disappeared. ‘Very few 
seals and no whitefish are being 
found fn the eastern Arctic, while vast

Houses Built of Mud Bricks Tinted In 
Water Colors 

Lack of wood in the Ukraine has 
led French and German coionists to 
build houses of mud bricks, held to- 
gether by straw. These bricks are 
carefully plastered over with mud and 
when dry the mud is tinted in water 
colors. One house will be a bright 
blue, another yellow, the next one 
pink or green, and the village as a 
whole makes a colorful picture.

Canadian Fur Forming 


Britain Recapturing Trade 


New Industry Making Rapid Progress; Will Soon Regaln Pre-War Business 


According to Reports 

The total amount received by Cana- 
dian fur farmers in 1921, from the sale 
of live fur-bearing animals and pelts 
was $1,498,105, compared with $1,151, 
556, in 1920. To these totals silver 
foxes contributed 96 per cent. in 1921, 
and 97 per cent. in 1920. The num- 
ber of silver foxes sold was 2,920, val- 
ued at $843,976, a general average of 
$289. The number of silver fox pelts 
sold was 3,922, valued at $596,809, an 
average of $152 per pelt. 

The number of fur farms in Canada 
in 1921, was 821, according to a state- 
ment of the Bureau of Statistics. They 
comprise 775 fox farms, 12 mink, 10 
raccoon, 3 marten, 3 beaver, 3 muskrat 
and 4 karakul sheep farms. The total
